O ſour and ſevere is this Iron- Age we live in (being the laſt and worſt of Times , the very 
Dregs and Bottom of the evil World) that it hath Formed and Afﬀorded molt wo: derful 
Weapons of War, not only Real but alſo Meraphorical Weapons (which can really murder 
Men) All Iron and Caſe-hardned with ſteel and fire: Theſe projeQivg Wirs (beſide the 
Honorable Virtuoſs) have found out many Rare and Real Inventions and Engines for a 

more Expeditious and ſhorter Method of Mankind's Deſtruftion ; yet the Metaphorical ones (un- 

doubtedly firſt Forged and Framed by Bee/JFeb#b, that Abaddon and eApolhyon the grand Deſtroyer 
of Mankind, Rev. 9. 11.) are the Non-ſuch and not to be parallel'd : Among which the Tongue 
of a Doeg is none of the leaſt : There is certainly a Tongue-{miting as well asan H and-\miting,cycn 

Mocking (as putting ont the Tongue, though no bitter words be uttered. by it) js call'd by the Apo- 

{tle plain, downright Perſecution, Gal. 4.29; How much more when Sc:offing //ſ-maels dare Belch 

out moſt cutting and killing Scandals againſt their own ( at leaſt pretended) ProteFant Brethren : 

Thus, this noble Earl was ſcofit art by his Brother Earl, who call d him, That Dog i» a Dosblet : 

David often compares Calumniationes eAulicas cum Armis caftrey/50u5, Court-Crimi..ations with 

Weapons of war : and often complains of Some Ardeliones Amnlicos , Court Incendiaries (ſuch as 

Doeg and other Paraſytical Sycophants) who incenfed King Saul againſt him, as if he had been a 

private Traytor to the King, and a publick Peſt to the Kinydom : yer, in due time, God did clear and 

declare Davids Innocency,when Saxl,by an over-ruling Providence, dis Fall ioto his h: nds in þis Hi- 
ding place in the Cave,even to the full Convi&ionof the King himſelf, : Sam 24.10. 'Tis remark. able 
alſo,that Davids frequentComplaint was not once about his adverſaries ſmitirg him with their hangs 
bur always about ſmiting him with their Tongues, tho they durſt not be Hand- {miters for fear 0: rhe 

Law,yert they durſt be Tongue-Smiters, giving (themſelves) this Reaſon,Oxr Tongnes are our Own, 

that is, We can Swear and lye,yea,and dreſs up never fo bad matter in ſuch god Wxds and quaint 

Phraiſes (as was once the CharaRer given of a great man, for his ſtarch'd Oratiun to the Londoners 

inthe Behalf of Richard the III.) that we (hall be ſure to prev arl againſt bim,Pſal. 12.4. Thus the 

Chaldee Paraphraſt paraphraſech upon that Texr, Our Tongurs are well hurg, and we can aſs 

them ſo well as if they were dipt in Oyl, and tipt in Gold, we have charming words at the Command 

of our Wills, and therefore we doubt not to perſwade King Saw! to any thing againſt David by our 
perſaſiveRherorick: And indeed "David ſmarted ſounder the Virulency and Venom of their 
flandring Tongue , That ſometimes he calls them ſharp Razors, ſomtimes ſharp ſwords (Tucks or 

Rapiers ) and ſometimes ſharp Arrows, taken our of their bulky Quiver,and thor at tim out of their 

Malice-bended Bow : Theſe Three are ſharp All, and Deep-wounding Weapons Ali: (1.) Theit 

Tongues were ſuch ſharp Razors, wt exſcindant carnem cum crinibus, that inſtead of ſhaving the 

Hair, did plainly laſh the Fleſh, & (onſulto aberrantes, fugulum petunt , and delignedly miffirg 

the Beard, did endexvour to cut the Throat, (2.) As ſharp Swords, The Tongue in its form re- 

ſembles a Sword, as being nat: tally, rhin, broad and long, and when fer cn fire of Hell, ir becomes a 
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flaming ſword, and then it wounds deeply and dangerouſly : the Hebrew word ſignifies alſo a Twck 
or Rapier, that may pierce ſo far in (farther than the Bodkins wherewith («ſar was [tab'd) as to ler 
out the very Hearts-blood, (3.) As ſharp Arrows, Feathered by the Father of Lies, as Prince of 
the Air, and pointed yea poiſoned with Hellfire for a quicker diſpatch, and more certain DeſtruQi- 
on : Such Arrows leviter volant, non leniter weolant, fly lightly,yet wound deeply : Their virulent, 
venomous and devouring Words (verba devorataria, as David calls them) are the ſharp Arrows 
ſhot oat of the bended Bow of implacable Malice agair!t him : However, that holy man comfort- 
etch bimſelf againil all thoſe Three Diabolical ſharp Engines with this Cordial, That the Judge of 
all the Earth would pay them home in their own Coin,and give them ſharp for ſharp,Plalm 1 20,3 ,4. 
God will ſhoot his ſharp Arrows, (tar ſharper than any of the Devil's ſhaping and ſhooting) with ſuch 
a mighty Force ayainit them, That they ſhall not be able co avoid or abide them: God loves to re- 
taliate, to give them like for like by a Lex Taltonis, ard co fill them with the evil of cheir own wayes. 
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The Evil they have Deyiſcd againſt others, falls upon their own Heads at laſt, and God will broil all 
lying Lips and flandring Torgues upon the bot Coals of Juniper, (which being an unfious and far 
kind of Wood, maketh the moſt fcorching Fire, and the hocreſt Flame) and verily-pleaſing both him- 
ſeit and others in that Execution, Then, as'D: ves did once,ſhall they deſire ſome Drops of Water to 
cool their Torgues, This (hews how David had learnt a Trick of Antidotes beyond Sereca's reach,who 
(though one ot che great Luminaries of the Heathen World)deſpaitingly ſaid, Contra Sycophantarum 
mor{um non eſt Remedium,againlt the Slanders of Court-Parafites, (whoſe Tongues bite worſe then 
their Teeth, and whoſe Bitings are worſe than thoſe of mad Dogs,) there is no Remedy : Seneca's 


Philoſophy could (indeed) find none, but David's Divinity did, 'when there is no Remedy againſt * 


this Malady with Man, there is then {me to be found in God; wao will make ſuch Sycophants eat 
fire, and drink Brimſtore in due Seaſon: and,who will pour his Cup of Indignation down cheir Throats 
which are now open Sepulchres that ſwallow up Men, and Names of Men, or Men of Names, even 
Noble men,loyal States men,and illuſtrious Peers of the Realm.” Tis too obvious to every Ey, That we 
want not ſuch filly Weaſels who dare be nibling at the Heels of Lyons, nor ſlanderozs Tongues (thoſe 
ſharp Razors, Swords and Arrows) with whom Scandalum Magnatm is but a Peccadilio,None arc 
named, but that good Rule is obſerv'd, 


Parcere Nominibus, Dicere de Vitiis, Spare Perſons, ſpeak t » Vices. 


Such Doegs as goe avout to blaſt our David's (that are bleſt ones) by a lying Tongue, whether in 
Zeſt or Earneſt, (hall be pluck'd out of their places, ruined and rooted up , Pfal. 52. 5. They that 
lyc in Zeſt, may go to Hell in Earne#t without Repentarce, and That Lafhoww Tabithai, or Lingua 
zertia, not Doubie-Tongu'd only, but Treble-rongued (for ilaying three at once, the Tale-bearer, 
the Tale-hea: or, 4nd the perſon rraduc'd by the Tale) ſhall be pull'd up by the Tongue: Roots,and 
harg'd up in H-1I, (eſpecially when't's a vendible, mercenary, ſuborn'd Tongue) there to be ſmoak'd 
and burn'd for ever. 

'Tis the unhappy Fate of the Right Honorable the Earl of Shafr5bury to lay under the Reproa- 
ches of this Fuſe Tongne,and to be aflaulted all at once with all theſe three ſharp Engines,the ſharp 
Rafor, the ſharp Raprer, and the ſharp Arrows, that it Comminzus will not, yet Eminus may do the 
Deed, what cannot be effe&ed hand to hand, may be done at a Diſtance : yet is it his happy Privi- 
ledg not to be drawn through untrodden Paths, but to have little David ( who was alſo good and 
great, having a good and great Soul in his little Body) going before him, and treading in the ſame 
dirty Paths under the ſame Name-defiling Difpenſarion: -*rwas an happy Qualification of the Mi- 
ſery of Lazarus (wholc Sores Dives deſpiſed, yer his Dogs ſuppl'd them) to have a None-fuch 7ob 
(ſore-oppretled and almoſt ſuppreſſed with $>res as a Preſident for him in the like Calamity,

'Tis a Comfort to thoſe in Miſery, not only to have preſent Companions, but alſo former Patterns 
therein, One (who is in his right mind) would think, ſuch hath been tlie Deport and (omport of 
this Noble Peer (both in his private and pablick Capacities) that he had (plainly) ſtarved the very 
Malice of his worſt Adverfaries, whoſe ſharp Teeth could find nothing to bite upon, and yer their 
ſharp Tonewes (which bite worſe than their ſharpeſt Dog-Teerh) can make faults where they can 
find none : This is to do, as Hannibal did (when he was to paſs over the Alps) ſaying aut viam m- 
venian aut f.iciars, If T cannot find a way, I can make one, which accordingly he accompliſhed, 
by pouring in \\'irre and Vinegar, whereby he diſſolved the very Rocks of thoſe Alpine Mountains ; 
and ſurely ſuch, and ſo petlant and pe5Filent, yea penetrating is the Compound of their Niter atd 
Vinegar (made up ſecundm artem Diavolicam, by the ſubtil Sycophants of our Times) as no Hurgane 
Rack, (fave only the Rock of Ages) can ſtand undiſſolved before it, while thoſe Paraſites and Pick- 
thanks do, as Aomns (their pattern and Patron) did,who when he could find no fault with fair enu's

Tn: Black-mouch'd Biaſphemers of this Lards Name and Fame hath endeavcured to 
blacken b's Haavur, by afperfing him for being one of che (then called) Coz mitree of Safety, which 
is the Notorious Scandal ofa Sila:derous Tongue, as is maniteſt by Bakers Chronelory, 238, C62. 
where his Name isnot ircerted, amonett all che oiter names of thar Commirtee , wes indeed tbis 
faſe Aſpertion (mer ſeem in ſome reſpects) rather to pur an ZTonoxr than a Diſhonoxr vpon him ; 
tor ſuppole ir trac, it pltanly intimates, thar thof< inen (who ſate at the ypper end of the World at

(5.) And when that Wonderful Tide was about ro Turn, this Honcarable Perſon muſt then be 
accounted worthy to fit at the Helm, for haſtning ir, being honoured to be one of the ſeaven (om- 
»ſſioners for managing the Aſlairs of the Army,at that juncture of time, pag. 676, All which (aid 
many more that might be added) areclear Demonſtrations, not only of his own profound Parts and 
Prudence (which did qualify and capacitate him, for ſuch Piaces and Employs of mighty Truſt and 
Importance) bur alſo of his higheſt Loyalty to his Majeſty, and honeſt Zeal for his Service, even 
ſuch as ſcarce a Paralel thereot can be produced out of all the Kingdoms in this our Age ; bur, ſup- 
poſe the worſt, why ſhould not he (as well as General Monk) havea candid Conſtruction put upon 
all their former Adings ? 

(6.) ThisRoyalFavour was vouchſafed to him by his Majeſty himſelf, immediately upon his Re#o- 
y.atioz,who had ſuch ſerene Sentiments,of all thisH nourable perſons former ARings (during the in- 
terſpace of the Interregnum) that he was immediately conſtituted one of the Lords ot his Majeſtics 
Privy - Council, pag. 7 13. where he (like a Star of the firſt Magnitude) ſtands advanced above the 
Duke of Glonceſter(his Majzſtics natural Brother)and above the LordGenera! Monk (whom hisMaje- 
ſly was pleaſed to call his Political Father) in that firſt Liſt of che KingsPrivy-Council,as ſoon as his 
Majeſty was ſafely arrived : and another mark of Honour was fuon added to this Honozyable Pry. 
ſox, in h's being created Baron eAſhly of Wimboxrn St. Giles, pag. 737. about three days before the 
K ings Coronation, in the Banqueting Houſe, and he had other Additicns of Honour put upon him 
as, Lord Cowper of Paixler, &c. and at laſt was Advanced to be the Earl of Shafrsbury. 

(7.) l omir-many other fiignal marks of Horour, which h's Royal Majeity was pleaſed to confer 
vp04 wm, as a perſon who he judged, did Meritthem all.; 1 hill mention only one more (though 
the Chronolcger, no Phanatick, nor any paitial tavourer of them do mention many ) to wit, when 
the Grand C-mmithon of Ozer and Terminer was illued out,and directed ro many Noble Perſors, 
to make them a Court, for the Tryal of the Revzerdes, it pleaſed his Majeſty to conſtitute this Ho- 
nurable perſon, am:n2 the reft, as one of that Court, paz. 731, And, fureI am, none of all thoſe 
honours aforeſaid (and many more aot mentioned) could ever have been conferred upon him, had 
nct the King then ccnceived him to be a moſt Emrmently Legal, as well as a inoft Excellently Ac 
compliſhed States: man, 

I now make my Appeal to any ratioval unbiaſs'd and unprejudic'd judgment, whether thoſe ſeven 
Remarks afore-mentioned, duth n_t deſerve a better Sabatiſm or Reſt, than that which this Huncu- 
rable Lord now lyeth under, and whether there can be produced any NVobleman or Gentleman within 
all the Kings Dominions, to whoſe Influence and Condutt his Majeity doth more owe his own pezce- 
able and happy Reftoration, than to this prudent and loyal Lord, who managed his Majeſties Af- 
fairs (in his Majeſtics abſence) in ſuch a ſucceſsful fcene of Adminiſtration, tor many years together, 
while others wanted, either {o much Comrage, or Prxdence,or Loyalty, as to render them uſcful to 
his Majeſties Intereſt ; befides,the many years Experience his Majeliy bad, of this Lords Loyalty, 
Fidellity and Abilitz (whereby h's Throne, after his return to ir, became more and morcEſtablithed) 
did ſy encorporate him into his Princes Hcart, as he became the Kings Darling and grand Favorite, 

eainalittle time ſo profound and proſperous was his Counſel at the Coxncil Table, as it may te 

faid of him, what was ſaid of Polibius, that (as Scipio, ſo) rhe King ſcarce ever miſcarried, in any 
Enterprize which was carried on by his Counſel; infomuch that he became at length to be the 
Royal Oracle, and what was ſaid of eAchitophel! (thar tad man, yet of a deep reach) may better 
be ſaid of this better Gentleman [That his Conrſel was as if aMan had enquired at theOracle of God] 
2. Sam. 16, 23. 'tvwaslookt upon as Infallible Coxnſel, becauſe the Event did commonly anſwer 
it with a ſuicabie Succeſs, Infine, he was ſo much applauded and approved, for his pruderce ard 
proſpet in State- Aﬀeairs, as to take poll. fion of one of the higheſt Rooms in his Princes Breaſt, fo 
that he made him his Chazceltor of the Exchegqror, and then Lord High Chancellor of England, &c. 
Whercin his Princes Conſcience was(as it were)committed to the care of this Honoxrable E arl. 

Now, when this Great little Gentleman had ſo defervedly, (and by his intrinfick Worth) attained 
to ſo high a pitch of Honour, it was kigh time for the envious one (the Dev//) to ere& his Engines, 
2nd ſet his battering Ramsat work to blaſt this high Favourites Reputation,and to batter him down 
from his high Pinacle of Humane Preferment, all which endeavors would certaialy have proved 
Abortive againſt this Noble Peer, (who is Homo quadratus, and therefore firm and unmoveable) 
were therenot an innate tendency to a Change, both in Nature and Providence, touching all created 
Beings, none but the Creator himſelf can ſay | / am that Tam]Exod. 3. 14. This is peculiar to God, 
but ar is carried in Time's Chariot, which is drawa by two Reſtleſs Steeds, to wit, Motion ani 
Mutation, that never ſtay in one ſtage or point, but are continually poſting ſometimes up rhe Hill, 
and ſomtimes down to the Y alley, never [tanding {till rill diſcharged of her Paſſengers by Death : Ti: 
Sen knoweth his going down, PÞ/. 104. 19- but ſo does not any of the Sons of Xen, this is a Divine 
Arcanum,appertaining to GodsSoveraignty over Humane Aff arrs,wvho oft orders the brighteſt days 
to be darkned with diſmal Clouds. All the World rings Changes, and is conftant in nothing, fave 
Mm the harangue of thoſe 71yo Sreeds aforefaid, Horion and AMntation, O quantum ef in Rebus 1 oa :

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There is no ConfFancy, but in Inconſtancy aud Diſappointments, every Creature ſaith, Tis not 5; 
me, Job28. 14. Mcnare mode Fortune Ludibria, like Tennis- Balls, toſſed up and down by For 
tunes or rather Providences Racket.

There is a kind of Ebriety in fublunary things, that makes them ſo urMable and pendulous, as to 
reel and ſtagger to and fro, and ſometimes from one extream to another, fo that even the Grandees 
of the World are ofc ſhaken out of Palaces into Priſons, as it is in the turning of the Wheel, thoſe 
Spokes that have been loweſt in the Dirt or Duſt ot che Screer, do ſuddenly become the Higheſt,and 
thoſe that were Higheſt do in a trice become loweſt again. If we look ivto the World, Eaft, WeF, 
&c, we (c2 all in m9tion,and as much in matation as motion, There 15 no abiding at one conttant poitr, 
cither for perſons or things : /fan that is in Honour [al-Jalin] non pernoftavit, abideth not ma- 
ny night's. Pſ. 49.12. Nor doth this Fate befal evil men only, ſuch as that upſtart Shebna, Ahas's 
Treaſurer (who thought himſelf a nail faſtned in a ſure place, yet was he toſſedas a Ball, and rwrned 
as a Bowl, pluckt out of his Place, and turned out ot his Sration, and leaving all his (hariots of Glo- 
rj (where:n he had haughtily hurried himſelf up and down) behind him ; this Lord Hizh Treaſurer 
was at 1:22: wrapt up in the Sheet of Shame, inſtead of 1aying down in Glery, deficning to be bu- 
ried in that Scately Aſanſolexm or Royal Sepulcre in 7ernſalem, If 1.22. 16,17, 18, 25. And the 
T.:\m:difts tell us (though the Scripture doth dot) That this Shebna revolting to Senacherib (as ſome 
are ſuſpeRed to do tothe great Lewis King of France ) was by him (when Gods Anzel had deſtroyed 
his Army) carried to N:»ive, and there tyed to an Horſes Tail, and drawn through Bryars and 
Brambles, till he dved. However the Scriftureſaith enough of him in the general, that God ſent 
his Prophet to this (Hebr. Sochemm ) Great Conrticr (that bare a Port, almoſt equal to the King him- 
{elf) but an ill AAcmber, dedeens Domns Dommi ſui, an intollerable Diſgrace ro his good Maiters 
Houſe (tor good F7:2e41ab tolerated him for atime, becauſe advanced by wicked (yet his Father } 
Abaz. Go (faith God to 1ſ.c4h) get thee unto this Treaſurer, ch. 22. 15. for I miſt drive him from 
bis Station, v, 19. whic! is ntimared to be done in part, when he was degraded trom being fo great 
a Comptroier at Court, as Lord High (hancellor, Lord High Marſhal, or Lord High Treaſurer , 
(the Hebrew word Sochczs v. 1y. importing all theſe three ſeveral fignifications) and came down to 
that far inferior place o* being a Scrive or Secretary, for a while, until the direful Doom denounced 
againſt him (ver. 17, 18.) was undoubtedly much more accomp.iſhed upon him, and Gods Servant 
(a better man) E/:akhim was clothed with his Robe, and inveſted with his Honour, v. 20.21. 2, Kin. 
18. 18. and [1ſa. 36. 3+ Such as Honour God, ſhall ſurely be Honoured, and fach as deſpiſe him, ſhall 
be lightly eftcemed, 1. Sam. 2. 30. This is a bargain of Gods own makivng, and all men (gentle and 
ſimple) may without a doubting mind depend upon ir. 

And (2.) Such as Haughty Haman was, uvon whom I mizht make more enlarged Remarks, 
ſhewing how he was raiſed up to be King eAbaſnertss Vice-Roy, ſer upon the very higheſt Pinacle 
of Pride and Court Preferment, and wanted nothing to compleat his greateſt Grandeur of Worldly 
Felicity, ſave onely the kneeling of one Knee of a poor Captive Jew ( Mordecs:) the want of which 
did nat only vive anunfavory verdure to all his other {weer morſe's, Eſth. 5. 11. 13. but alſo 
brought himſelf ro kneel upon his own Knees,to beg for vis own Life before Moraccat's Neece. Eſth. 
7. 7.8. and at laſt brought him to be Hanged upon thoſe Gallows, of 50 Cabits high, which hs had 
prepared for M rdzcai. v. 9.10. This was an higher preferment from the Frown of his Prince, 
than ever his Favery raiſed him up unto, much mcre may be added, were it not to avoid pro- 
lixity. 

And ſach ſtrange Fates and Falls doth not only befal evil men,but ſometimes good men alſo. 1! 
things (faith Solcmon) come alike to all, and nv man can make a ſound Judgment of God's Love 
or Hatred out of thoſe Occurrences, Ecclef. 9. 1, 2, Time and Chance hapneth co them all, ver. 
11. The warm Sun of Proſperity ſhines as well upop the Brambles of the Wilderneſs, as upon the 
Fruit-Trees of the Orchard , and ſharp ſhowers of the Hail and Rain of Adverfſiry falls as foul and 
fizrcely upon the moſt gelighrful Gardens, as upon the Wide, wild, waſt, or barren Mountains. Wi- 
cked Ahab and godly 7:j5ah had both the ſame end, concurring in the very ſame Circumſtances, 
both dying in Battel: fo did bad Saland good fonathan, though they were of differing Diſpofitions 
and Deportments, yet in their Deaths they weye not divided, 2, Sam. 1,23. The Church of Rome 
therefore ſeemerh not to ſavour overmuch of Solomon's Sapience in borrowing her beſt marks trom 
the plenty of Markets: but Zxrther told her, She was a falſe Church , q#ia ſine cruce Regnat : 
Health, Wealth, Henours, &'c. God ſcatters upon good and bad men promiſcuouſly, and fo doth 

Evils find the Good as well as the Evil, which yet bapneth nor by Chance (that is, not by Hap-ha» 
zard, or blind Fortune) for, infinitely too weak is the Axle-tree of Fortune) for the leaft Motion 
of the World to be turn'd upon it : Asthe exa@ and regular Motion of the Sun ( giving Heat and 
Light to all the parts of the World and fo orderly as to make Night and Day, Summer and Winter ) 
can never (no not by any ſortiſh Soul) be aſcribed ro Chance or Fortune,ſo the Evil of Puniſhmenc 
bapning alike to good men as well as bad, is orcered by the Providence of God : Shall there be evil 
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in the (ity, and the Lord hath not done it? Amos 3. 6. The Poct indeed faith, Oniſque ſus Fortuns 
Faber, as it the Mould of every mans Fortune or Worldiy Condition were in his own hand, and the 
blind Buzzards (the Heathen) do aſcribe all ro Chance, 1 Sam, 6. 9, The Devil ill ſuggeſts to 
the Sons of men, That all their Croſſes are but the common Eveats of Face and Forture, This he doth 
to darken the Glory of God's Providence, ard therctore Taught the Gentiles to believe, That For. 
tune was a Goddeſs, repreſenting her by a Lacy fitting upon a Ball;as if the whole World were at her 
Command, Having with her a Razor, asit ſhe could cut off any mans Happineſs at her Pleaſure, 
aiſo bearing in her 1ight band the Stern of a Ship, as if the could turn abour all affairs at will, and 
in her lett hand the. Corn# Cop:4 or, horn of Plenty, as if the Abundance of all good things came 
from her. All this is no berrer than a bundle of Abominable Idolatry not to be named amo 

Chrittians, but co be {pet out of our Mouths (even the names of Lack and Fortune) with urmott 
Deteſtacion : 'T's not thoſe Two that tumvieth and toileth humane Attairs hers below, bur *tis the 
Great GOD that ſirsatthe Stern of the Ship, and governsall the Concerns of the World, i A.ixime

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Pope, and the Devil. *Tisoby1ons to. every common Eye (whatever evil Members ſay othe1 wiſe) 
that *cis nothing bur the Zeal of this Earl, to have bis Majeſty Safe in his Perſon, Reign without x 
Corrival, Great in the Heart of his Subje&ts, and Formidable to Foreign Nations round about him | 
that hath created this Peer fo many Enemies; asthe Happineſs of the King, the Weal of his Peo. 
ple, the Security of Religion, the Safety ot the Government, and the honour of England have, 
The Subtle Jeſuits (that laſt blow of a daring Devil) obſerving how this Great Little Lord, ſtood in 
the way of their Damnable Deſigns, hath been Reſtleſs in their A&ings for his Removal, and hare 
left no Stone unturned to Accomplith it, though this be ſuch a Truth as ſuſficiently Shines with its 
own Self- Evidence, yet for further and fuller Satisfa&tion to them, that yer cannor, or will not

Heroick AC to his Glory, and his Tempters Shame ; and fo retain ir in Remembrance for all 
Polterity, 


(3.) When this Deſign alſo was defeated, and they found him Inpenetrable either by Force or 
Fraud, ſeeing their Craft could make no way for their Cruelty ; they now take new meaſures, ard 
reſolve to Deveſt him of his preſent Honour, inſtead of their Tender to Inveſt him with greater ; 
upon this the Chancellorſhip was taken from him, chough few of bis Predeceſlors, in that great 


Truſt, ever Aſcended to ir upon more Merit, Employed it with more Impartiality, and Refign'dic 
with more Innocency and Honour, 


(4.) And ſeeing a bare Depraling himfrom his Office, was too much below them alone, and 
too little to ſatisfy their Revengetul Malice ; they take another Method, that he might not ſo much 
as Live and Remain, as a Teſtimony (above ground) againſt them : They accuſe bim of High- 
Treaſcn ; and a'certain Collone! (in perfuance of this Proje&) was obliged to p__ this Accu- 
ſation, yet be could aot Compaſs his Congueſt ; for though all Offices (which his Lordſhip had 
paſſed through) were moſt narrowly Inſpected for finding Juſt matter of a Charge againſt him. 
Wheteas (no Doubt) ſudden Surpriſe, a want of true and tHfrough Information, and any falling 
ſhort of a ſull underſtanding of ſome material Circumſtance might have expoſed the choiceſt Chan- 
cellour in the World to a miſtake in Judgment, Yer when all thoſe [Kixaxcs Rogzus] Court: Flat- 
tering Crows, and Claw-backs, had muſtered up all their worſt Matters, and produced them : The 
Kings Learned Council in the Law; having ſeriouſly conſidered all the particulars and pretended 
Crimes ; Unanimouſly declared, to their Everlaſting Honour, That all which (with ſo much Ma- 
litious Induſtry) were extraed out of Court Rolls, and prefented unto them for their Fudgment ; 
was not, no not (by way of Accumulation) a ſufficient ground for this defiyn'd Accuſation, 


(s.) Having miſcarried in this Machine (Thereby) alſo, they deviſe new means, ſeeing they could 
not touch his Lifezto blaſt his Repute: To accompliſh this,ſome of both Clergy and Laity muſt Engage 
their, Aſſiſtance ; The former to beſpatrer him in their Pulpits; as if they had been Corjuring down
